Views Broadcast 
"One should strictly differentiate 
between the hue and cry about a 
'new war' which is taking place now 
and the real danger of a 'new war,* 
which does not exist at present,” 
the Russian leader was quoted as 
■saving by the Moscow radio, which 
broadcast the complete text of the 
questions and answers early this 
m orning 
This view was similar to—and per­ 
haps even stronger than o n e Stalin 
expressed on March 22. when, in 
response to questions subm itted by 
Eddy 
Gilmore 
of 
the 
Associated 
Press, he said he was "convinced 
th a t neither the nations nor their 
arm ies are seeking another war" 
and urged a campaign of "counter­ 
propaganda to expose the warm on­ 
gers." 
In today’s responses, as tra n sla t­ 
ed by the Soviet monitor tn London, 
Stalin blamed the talk of a new War

west "far from decreasing, may even 
grow " 
Replying to W erth's question: "Do 
you believe that virtual monopoly 
by the U S A of the atomic bomb 
constitutes one of the m ain threats 
to peace?" Stalin replied: 
"I do not believe the atomic bomb 
to be as serious a force as certain 
politicians are inclined to regard it. 
Atomic bombs are intended for in ­ 
tim idating weak nerves, but they 
cannot decide the outcome of war 
since atomic bombs are by no means 
sufficient for this purpose. Certain 
monopolistic possession of the secret 
of the atomic bomb does create a 
threat, but at least two remedies 
exist again it: 
Would Oust Bomb 
"(A) Monopolist possession of the 
atomic bomb cannot last long 
"(B) Application of the atomic 
bomb will be prohibited ” 
He did not elaborate on either 
point. 
His answer to W erth's question as 
to whether he believed “the earliest 
withdrawal of all American troops 
from China” was vital to future 
peace was three brief words: "Yes 
I do ” 
Asked if he believed the United 
States and Britain were "conscious­ 
ly creating" a “capitalist encircle­ 
m ent” of Russia, Stalin replied he 
did not think the “ruling circles” of 
those two countries "could create a 
'capitalist encirclement' for the So­ 
viet Union, even if they so desired, 
which, however.

worry about an oil shortage as long 
as it holds Alaska. Capt. Henry F. ■ 
Thomas, Biglerville, told the Ro- j 
tary club Monday evening at its 
regular meeting in the YWCA. 
Connected with the oil Industry 
for many years, the officer was se­ 
lected while in service during World 
W ar II to take part in an explora­ 
tion of Alaska for oil. 
As a result of th a t exploration. 
he said, his group found w hat will 
probably prove to be one of the 
largest oil fields ever discovered on 
the continent. "I’ve never seen more 
oil signs than on the Arctic slope,” 
Thom as claimed. 
They 
found 
three 
large 
areas 
where oil seeping up through the 
ground had formed oil pits so large 
th a t numerous anim als were tra p ­ 
ped in the sticky mass and had 
died there 
Extent Not Known 
The oil to be found there is “so 
great th a t it is impossible to even 
guess the extent of the field.” The 
navy, he added, is at present drill­ 
ing at one of the sites by the core I 
method to determ ine the structure 
of the soil and the depths of the 
oil pools. 
A big problem will be how to get 
the oil out under the extrem e cold 
prevalent in the arctic, the former 
officer added. "But," he said, "there 
is nothing really to worry about. We 
have the science and lf it is de­ 
sired to set up refineries there and 
take out the oil you may be certain 
th at a way will be found to do it.” 
One 
way to transport the oil 
would probably be to suspend an oil 
line over the 650 miles to Fairbanks 
from the oil bed. The pipe, he 
pointed out, would have to be sus­ 
pended rather than buried because 
the glacial ice would cut the pipe 
to pieces if it were buried in the 
earth in fashion sim ilar to the "big 
inch.” 
Another problem then would be to 
overcome condensation in the pipe 
line.

"O 'er the period of several years,” 
Doctor Bream said, "the students 
attending Gettysburg high school 
from outside Gettysburg have come 
in certain proportions from the dif­ 
ferent townships and communities 
surrounding Gettysburg. The only 
way we could estimate how many 
will probably use the junior high 
school is to base the figures on the 
proportions which now come to the 
high school and assume that in the 
future the townships will continue 
to make Gettysburg the center to 
which they send their students. 
"For example." he added, "ML 
Pleasant township now sends about 
tw o-tenths of its students to G et­ 
tysburg high school and the re­ 
m ainder to another high school. ML 
Joy township divides with about 
one-half going to Gettysburg high 
school and the other half to Littles­ 
town high school.”
